name . RGiiurFLLD aid state, however, tiie.t the Legal 

Section hc.d many dealinr^s \.ith the Various LR camps, and units 
and tPiat it v;as entirely possible that his nc ae v-ould be 
known cuiong such units. 

3. Inasmuch as it is impossible to interrogate nihm.Lt\, nis 
actual contact in the *mciicmi Lone may remain unnnovm, but it 
is possible tha,t it is some civilian exiployee of the Legal 
Section, Ivlilitary Government. 

4. Investigations Vvill coxitinue. 
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1. Robert HELLER (alias y^Li^O ) . young Ru4aanian Jew, f - 
(born in 1925) presented himself one day to Col, t^injE|^.^of 
the British Mission in Bucharest and offered his servi^s as 
an intelligence agent for the British in Jewish matters. 

The British officer then sent him in I.iarch 1946 to Budapest 
v/here the British Mission then directed him to Cgpt « FQKLF.Y 
of the FSS at Judenburg, Graz, ^.ustria (British Ziohe 

2. Capt. FORLLY used liLLLLR for a while to inform him 
on Jewish immigration and the organizers of the Jewish 
immigration in the DP camps of ii*uhrdorf and Cobenz (British 
Zone) .^ustria. Before that time HLi^LLR drew a report for 
the above-named British Captain on the ort,,anizers of Jewish 
immigration in J^udapest, (CONDUCTOR'S boys). 

3. Capt. FOI'ljuLY sent HLLLLR on i-iay 2, 1946, to balzburg 
and told him to report to Lt. ROSLNFELD, military Goverimrent, 
Landesgericht, second floor, udom S5» There uLLLLR was to 
say to RObLNFLLU that FORLLY sent him and would Lt. 

ROSLRTELD give him all information- on Jewish iniigr ation 
through the .miericun Zoxie and on the persons and the 
organizations v/hich were leading tnis immigration. 

4* HELLER reported to Lt. RO&EiOi’ELD • s office on 
4 May 1946 but was told to come bade two days afterwards , He, 
in the meantime, went to Linz vdierc he began nosing around 
the Jewish DP camps, ne was recognized by CONDUCTOR’S 
boys in Camp Bindermichl, ..rrested by them, beaten up 
and interrogated.
